On Anis phase of his studies, Dr. 
Hartman seid: “The existence of 
multicolored life in the lower strata 
of the ocean seems contradictory to 
the evolutionary theory which ex- 
plains the coloring of the differ- 
ent forms of life on the planet 
by the effect of adaptation of pe- 
cles to environment and sunlight. 

“This theory traces the emeraid 
hues of the parrot, for instance, to 
the vivid green of the tropical 
jungies, the white fur of the polar 
bear is attributed to the adapta- 
tion of arctic animals to the per- 
petual snows in which they live. 

“But as yet, there has been 90 
Satisfactory explanation of the 
highly colored life found in the 
ocean to the enormous depths of 
16,000 feet. Creatures of this hid- 
Gen world of night often 
rival the gayest surface flowers in 
variety and brilliancy of shade. 

“We shall obtain positive data 
as to the depths of sunlight pene- 
tration in ita various cogetituent 
colors, and ascertain which of these 
color light vibrations reaches the 
deepest. The next step may be 
for science to prove that certain 
colors such as red, 
orange, project their rays into the 
farthest depths to produce ef- 
fecta upon deepsea organic life. 
e by utilising color fillters we 
observe a faint discoloration of 
lultrasensitive photographic. plates 
lowered to great depths, we know 
that they must have been subjected 
to the influetrce of light. Either 
some co'ors penetrate that far or 
there exist in the ocean certain 
light-producing organisms. 

“Ne alr entirely free from mi- 
croscopic light has ever been 
found, even on the highest moun- 
tain tops. It is possible that the 
mysterious light in the great depts 
is produced by biological pro-

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NEW GUARDIAN OF CITY RIDES WAVES: 
Notables Attend Christening of Fire Boat at Harbor 


BOTTLE of foamite across 
A her bows sent the city's new 

steel fire boat skidding down 
the ways at the yards of the Los 
Angeles Shipbuilding & Drydock 
Corporation at high tide yesterday 
morning, a noteworthy addition to 
the port's facilities. The sponsor 


was Mrs. Ralph J. Scott, wife of 
the city’s fire chief. 

She took the water beautifully, 
the Fire Department band play- 
ing the national anthem as the 
new boat's throaty siren and every 
steamer and factory whistle in the 


nerve-racking din. 

Tt will de a month before she 
is — turned over to the Fire 
Department and then the city will 
have a thoroughly modern, sea- 
going fire-fighter of 2200 horse- 
power, capable of throwing 10,000 
gallons of water a minute from her 
a monitors and twenty ground 
lines. 

The boat, ninety-nine feet in 
length, with a beam of nineteen 
feet, cost approximately 
The craft has three propelling en- 
gines, connected directly to her 
three screws and designed to give 
her a cruising speed of seventeen 
knots. 

The craft was designed by G. N. 
Newby, marine architect for the 


builders, under operation specig- 


cations provided by the city of Los 
Angeles. A second boat, similar 
in design, will be constructed un- 
der the provisions of the 400.000 
bond issue recently voted for fire- 
boat construction. 

Among the notables present at 
the launching ceremonies were 
Fire Chief Raiph J. Scott, Chief of 
Police R. Lee Heath, Mayor Cryer, 
Arthur Eldridge, chairman of the 
Board of Public Works; G. .
